Trick methods of jurying seldom, if 
ever, attain their end, which is to avoid 
the classic cry of the defeated prize 
fighter’s second, "We wuz robbed!” 
Nevertheless, exhibitions reflect those 
who choose them, and the San Fran¬ 
cisco Art Association’s tenth annual 
show of drawings and prints, which is 
now at the San Francisco Museum of 
Art, presents the most varied selection 
of graphic work which has been assem¬ 
bled since these annuals were insti¬ 
tuted. And this show was juried by a 
new method adopted by the Associa¬ 
tion’s Artists’ Council last fall and here 
put into operation for the first time. 

There was one jury of five artists 
and one of five laymen. The five artists 
were Ray Bertrand, Claire Falkenstein, 
Mallette Dean, Adeline Kent and 
Ralph Stackpole. The five laymen were 
Dr. Ludwig Emge, Richard Gump, Ed¬ 
win Grabhorn, Beatrice Judd Ryan and 
Greta Williams. Without going into 
the question of just how "lay” these 
laymen were, and without speculating 
on where and how the two committees 
may have disagreed, one must report 
that these ten people did give us just 
about everything in the way of mod¬ 
ern graphic arts, from the most repre¬ 
sentational to the most squiggly of 


abstractions, and up and down the 
whole range of color, tone and reso¬ 
nance that graphic art affords. 

All the etching processes and styles 
are there, as well as lithography and 
monotype and drawing and serigraph 
and collage; there are times when one 
wonders where graphic art stops and 
painting begins, but this is only be¬ 
cause of the exceptional range of the 
work accepted. Perhaps some individ¬ 
uals may cry, "We wuz robbed!” but 
there is surely no valid esthetic point 
of view which is not represented in 
one way or another. 

Naturally, the awauuin^ ui 
remains a privilege which only artists 
may exercise, and the jury of awards 
was therefore composed of Mr. Ber¬ 
trand, Miss Kent and Mr. Stackpole. 
They gave the Artists’ Fund Prize, 
which is open only to members of the 
San Francisco Art Association, to Ed¬ 
gar Dorsey Taylor for his crayon draw¬ 
ing, "Scooters.” The Art Association 
Purchase Prize went to Eleanor Coen 
of Chicago for a colored lithograph 
called "Conversation by the.Lagoon.” 
Honorable mentions were accorded 
George Harris, Edward Landon, 
Charles Safford, Lucretia van Horn 
and Charles White.

RECORD ATTENDANCE AT SCHOOL 


Less than a month after the California 
School of Fine Arts opened for the 
spring term this year, one of the larg¬ 
est enrollments in the long history of 
the school was recorded. Sudden in¬ 
creases occurred in all departments. To 
give examples: The Associated Arts 
Workshop, which was founded in the 
fall under a grant from the Rosenberg 
Foundation, now accommodates sev¬ 
enty-three students; seventy-seven 
are enrolled in Drawing and Composi¬ 
tion; one hundred and two in Life 
Sketch; and one hundred and twenty- 
nine in the various classes in Advertis¬ 
ing Art. 

Close to a hundred war veterans, 
men and women, already are registered 
in the current lists, and many more are 
expected during the coming year. Stu¬ 
dents come from nearly every state in 
the Union, from Canada, Latin Amer¬ 
ica and the Philippines. Among the 
many applications received by the 
school daily are communications from 
the Far East and Palestine. 

SCHOLARSHIP REMINDER 

Artists interested in applying for the 
annual Rosenberg Scholarship are re¬ 
minded that the deadline for receipt 
of applications is March 8. Work must 
be delivered by March 15 to the Board 
of Directors of the San Francisco Art 
Association. This award, made possi¬ 
ble by an endowment fund bequeathed 
by the late Abraham Rosenberg, is 
open to persons over twenty-five years 


Only the carefully controlled expan¬ 
sion plan put into operation last fall 
has allowed the school to cope with the 
great increases without confusion. Be¬ 
fore his entry into classes, each student 
is questioned and advised to take the 
work most relevant to his desired 
career. His progress then is closely fol¬ 
lowed in order to ensure for the stu¬ 
dent the highest value to be derived 
from the school’s services. 

This spring term eight new instruc¬ 
tors were added to the faculty, bring¬ 
ing the total to twenty-three. Two of 
the eight were added after the term 
started, when the size of certain classes 
threatened the close supervision and 
counsel required by the school for the 
individual student. The school was for¬ 
tunate in quickly securing the services 
of instructors of desired high standing. 
New instructors will be added next 
term to carry on the work of classes 
which now function as prerequisites to 
special studies. The school has defi¬ 
nitely entered upon a period of in¬ 
creased service and development.

BACK FROM THE SERVICE 


William Campbell, recently discharged 
from the Navy, is now a member of the 
faculty of the California College of Arts 
and Crafts in Oakland. 

Paul Forster has just returned from the 
C. B. I. Theater with reports of a par¬ 
ticularly interesting job completed in 
Psychological Warfare. It was his assign¬ 
ment to design propaganda leaflets, em¬ 
ploying drawings, photos and maps, and 
addressed to both enemy troops and occu¬ 
pied populations. It is known that such 
appeals prepared the way for the safety 
and ultimate return to their forces of 
many Allied flyers forced down in ene¬ 
my-held territory. In addition to his reg¬ 
ular work, Forster was able to collect and 
bring back with him a number of exam¬ 
ples of native art. Among these is a 
group of wood block prints done by the 
peasants of Yunnan Province, a series 
of rubbings from tiles, probably dating 
from the Han Dynasty, and fifteen draw¬ 
ings of wartime China by a contemporary 
artist, Chang Wen-Yuen. The last men¬ 
tioned will be on view at the Legion of 
Honor beginning February 14; the oth¬ 
ers will be shown there at a future date. 

John Sackas, who was responsible for 
organizing the Arts and Crafts Program 
for the Army, has now enrolled for ad¬ 
vanced study at the California School of 
Fine Arts. Sent overseas as a special field 
representative, Sackas set up art work¬ 
shops in the European theater; later this 
project was duplicated in the Pacific area. 
Upon his return, a nation-wide contest 
was held in which each of the nine serv¬ 
ice commands was represented and which 
resulted in an exhibition at the National 
Gallery, Washington, D.C., last July. Re¬ 
productions of many of these winning 
works have been incorporated in the 
pocket book, Soldier Art.
